benefits of Y a sting and Abstinence 


Lent is ten days away. Catholics associate Lent with fast and abstinence. 
Actually there are only two required days of fasting - Ash Wednesday (Feb. 
13) and Good Friday (Mar. 29.) However, self-imposed fasting on the other 
weekdays of Lent is recommended. Canon 1250 states: "The penitential days 
and times in the universal church are every Friday of the whole year and the 
season of Lent." 

There is a strong endorsement to observe 40 days of spiritual renewal 
aided by a "self-imposed fast." How will you observe the penitential days of 
Lent? What is the rationale behind such directives? 

First, it is essential to remember that fast and abstinence are spiritual 
disciplines. They are a means of self-denial and self-mastery. By controlling 
our desires for food, we strengthen our will power. Consequently, we gain 
greater control over all our passions. They are a way of overcoming selfish 
desires and growing in selfless love. As Fr. Edward McNamara says, "The 
Church mandates fast and abstinence in order to help free us from the chains 
of slavery to sin. Rather than an onerous obligation it is a cry of freedom 
from all that binds us to ourselves and to our passions" (Zenit). 

Saints have traditionally connected fasting with prayer and almsgiving. 
Listen to this instruction from St. Maximus of Turin (5 th c.): "Prayer, 
almsgiving and fasting are the three fundamental works of personal 
religious life. Those who do not pray to God, do not assist others, and do not 
curb their nature by abstinence, are strangers to any sort of religion, even 
though they have spent their lives meditating on religious subjects." 

Thus, the call to "fast and abstinence" is also an appeal to voluntary 
poverty or to simpler living so that any extra monies could be used for 
charity. It makes no sense to give up steak in order to gorge on lobster. Or to 
abstain on Friday, yet eat a large meatless meal while drinking alcohol with 
no thought of refraining from the life of pleasure. The goal is to have 
something extra to give to those less fortunate than ourselves and also train 
ourselves in freedom from slavery to material pleasures. 

With that in mind, we always take up a collection for Catholic Social 
Services on Ash Wednesday. This connects that day of fasting with support 
for the needy. Similarly, I have asked people to simplify the Friday meal that 
follows the Stations of the Cross. This year we will serve only soup and 
bread for the adults, with the option of macaroni and cheese for kids. There 
will be no charge. But we will invite people to make an offering which will 
go toward various ministries (youth. Cornerstone Rescue Mission, etc.). 

Lent is fast approaching. What will you do to make the most of these 
penitential days? Penance, by the way, is a word for conversion. The goal is 
not to make us feel broken down, but to restore us to new life in Christ. And 
to lift up the broken through the mercy we extend to others.

Reflection 

♦♦♦ Does Jesus have a different "world view" from the 
townspeople who were so outraged at his words 
that they wanted to kill him? 

♦♦♦ Can you look past the expectations of others — of 
the world — to let God find you? 

♦♦♦ Is a mother's unquantifiable love beyond any 
measure of commitment in the world? Is this the 
metaphor for God's unrelenting love? 

♦♦♦ Where is Jesus to be found after he departs from 
the mob who would kill him? 

♦♦♦ Is union with God your true self? 

Every one of us is shadowed by an illusionary 
person - a false self. This is the man I want myself to be 
but who cannot exist because God knows nothing about 
him. And to be unknown to God is altogether too 
much privacy. My false and private self is the one who 
wants to live outside the reach of God's will and God's 
love - outside the of reality and outside of life. 

And such a self cannot help but be an illusion. We 
are not good about recognizing illusions, least of all the 
ones we cherish about ourselves the ones we are born 
with and which feed the roots of sin. For most of the 
people in the world, there in no genuine subjective 
reality than the false self of theirs, which cannot exist. 

A life devoted to this life of shadow is what is called a 
life of sin. ...The self that exists only in my own 
egocentric desires is the fundamental reality of life to 
which everything else in the universe is ordered. Thus 
I use up my life in the desire for pleasures, and the 
thirst for experiences, for power, honor, knowledge, 
and love, to cloth this false self and construct this 
nothingness into something that is real. (Thomas Merton , 
New Seeds of Contemplation p 34,35)

Feast on: 

• Reconciliation. Greet and pray daily for someone who 
considers you an enemy. Write a note or extend some 
kindness to someone who has wronged you. Offer to 
repair a broken friendship or dispel a long held grudge. 
Experience the sacrament of reconciliation. Apologize with 
a letter (or in person) to someone you have of ended or 
hurt. 

• Dialogue. Choose not to have the last word. Listen to 
someone who has a different perspective or opinion from 
your own. Avoid trying to win an argument or change 
someone's mind—just listen. 

• Prayer. Pay special attention to the very old, the young, 
those who are frail or suffering, and offer a silent prayer of 
blessing for them. Light a candle and bring the joys and 
struggles of the world into daily prayer. 

Fast from: 

• Divisiveness. Avoid harmful "us and them" language, 
as well as the divisiveness of gossip, scandal and 
stereotyping. 

• Competition. Step away from rivalries and minimize 
competitive attitudes at work/home/school. Resist the 
compulsion to win at all costs, to be first, or to appear 
better than anyone else. 

• Disconnection. Make one day a week a "switch off" 
day: avoid the phone, email, computer, T.V., iPod and 
other media. Replace the time spent with these devices in 
face-to-face conversations with family, friends, or in 
prayer
